SAFE HUNTING RULES 


Suggestions Offered to Be Observed 


in Gunning Season. 


Ever since the hunting season has 


opened the newspapers have contain- 
ed many accounts of serious gunning 
accidents, which for the moat part, 
could have been avoided by observing 
well known precautionary measures 
in the use of firearms. Prof. H. A. 
Surface, State Economic Zoologist, 
offers certain "Safe Rules" to he fol- 
lowed while hunting. It will be ob- 
served that almost every recorded ac- 
cident is due to ignoring one or more 
of these rules: 
1. Always keep the gun pointed 


from yourself and other persons. 
2. Carry a gun with the end point- 


ed either upward, toward the sky, or 
downward, toward the ground. 
If 


accidentally discharged while in the 
former position no harm is likely to 
result, but if discharged while held 
horizontally it may result seriously. 
3. In getting over logs or fences 
always see that the gun is first put 
over and in a solid position where it 
will not fall. 
Then go to another 
place to climb over, and pick up the 
weapon with the end pointing where 
it should be. 


4. Never pull or draw a gun to- 
ward yourself by the muzzle, especial- 
ly in wagons, boats, over fences, logs, 
etc.5. Do not load the gun until after 
leaving the house, and draw the loads 
Cor remove the caps, if a muzzle load- 
er, and watch that no percussion is 
left on the tube) as soon as leaving 
the hunting grounds. 


6. 
Never keep a loaded 
gun 
around the house or tent, and do not 
leave a loaded weapon where it may 
be knocked down by dogs or children. 


7. Do not carry the gun cocked 


excepting when alert for the game to 
rise. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


Never since the first revenue act 


•of 1789 imposed an average duty of

8. Do not shoot into moving bush- 
es or in the direction of a noise with- 
out being sure the desired game is 
there and seeing it for certainty. The 
movement or noise may be caused by 
some person or by domesticated 
stock. 


9. Watch the muzzle of the gun 
that no mud, snow, or other material 
fills it; and do not load as heavily 
with white or nitro powder as with 
black powder. This may prevent ac- 
cidents from bursting. 
10. Do not start a fire in the 


woods without first providing against 
its spreading, and do not leave it 
burning under any circumstances. 
11. Do not wound game and leave 
it to suffer and die of its injuries. 
Better to spend an hour searching 
for a winged bird than to let it re- 
main and suffer for a day or two be- 
fore relieved by a merciful death. - 
12. Do not shoot protected birds 
or animals. 
There is a reason for 


protecting them. Find what it is and 
you will agree that the law is gener- 
ally correct iu giving them a protec- 
tive season. 
13. If you are going for fun only 
it is all right to take inexperienced 
triends, a well-filled lunch basket, lit- 
erature and a target, and go to the 
nearest grove. 
14. 
If going for game, go alone 
or with experienced hunters only, car- 
ry only what is essential. Hunt with 
the back to the sun, slowly and quiet- 
ly, and in such places and at such 
time of day as experience has taugha 
that the particular kind of game 
sought is to be found. 
15. Do not hunt for "anything." 
This generally results in nothing. 
Different kinds of game are to be 
found in different places and a't vary- 
ing times of day, according to the" 
species sought. Decide before start- 
ing out as to the kind of game to be 
hunted and the region to be visited. 
16. 
Ascertain i£ farms or prem- 
ises are "posted" or hunting is for- 
bidden, and keep out of trouble by 
either avoiding them or by asking 
the owners for permission to hunt on 
those portions where no damage to 
live-stock may result. 


17. 
If fences are knocked down 
in climbing over them take time to 
fix them up properly. 
Leave gates 
and bars just as they were found. If 
open, leave them so, as that is evi- 
dently what the owner, wants, but if 
closed be sure to close and fasten 
them as before, 
18. Be satisfied with a fair share 


of game, and do not try to exceed 
the legal limit or to kill all that may 
be found just, because it may be 
there.

Well, the election is over. 
The 
Democratic victory in this state was 
a splendid one.

Our political enemies, the Republi- 
cans, were badly handicapped by the 
unpopularity of the present state ad- 
ministration. 
Had the enthusiasm 
;hat existed in favor of Judge O'Rear, 
;he Republican candidate, continued, 
;he Democratic majority would not 
have been so great, but this tidal 
wave, as it were, early vanished ow- 
ing to Judge O'Rear's inconsistencies 
and insincerities. 
His campaign of 
alaying from both ends, as against 
;he middle, would not work. 
Tried 
and trusted McCreary for forty years 
was a hard man for even a Republi- 
can to vote against and again the 
idolized Olie James was a tower of 
strength/ as was shown by the count 
after the polls closed at 7 p. m. 
I am told that the past campaign 
was waged with vigor rarely equalled. 
An example had been set the Demo- 
cratic organizations of other states 
for earnest activity. 
Old Kentucky 
did herself and the Democratic party 
justice in the late election. 
To her 
sister states she has pointed out what 
can be accomplished; first, by select- 
ing the right kind of men as candi- 
dates and then by waging a vigorous 
warfare for their election, allowing 
discord to drop and pull together ^as 
one solid column. 
For several weeks Democratic vic- 
tory in Kentucky seemed certain, yet 
there was no let up in the campaign 
until the last vote was cast on the 
evening of November 7th. The Dem- 
ocrats of this state wanted a complete 
victory and they have it with Mc- 
Creary's election by thirty-six thous- 
and, almost as great a change as you 
had in Philadelphia the same day.

We have in this country the Far- 
mers' War, as I shall call it. 
They 
are organizing to resist the extor- 
tionate prices of some middlemen and 
I think that better profits for the 
producer will result. The fact is-that 
the farmer is tired .of being kicked 
in the face and his shoes spat upon 
at every turn and -i>y whom, may I 
ask? 
Some of the profits he has 
read about, he will try to realize, 
whilst excessive charges that he has 
felt, he will try to remit. 
They 
can't all farm by electricity, no no, 
but only by above means can the 
scientific farmer do away with the 
constantly growing prices of many 
commodities, and these be checked 
without loss to the grower and with 
much saving to the consumer. 
To 
say the least, it is possible that the 
plan inaugurated may be subjected 
to great variations, but that is not the 
real point. The thing of most conse- 
quence is that the farmer has his 
fighting blood up and he is fully de- 
termined that class of non-producers 
shall cease to wax and profit over the 
profits of his lands and labors. Nor 
will he soon again write .for three 
barrels of nutmegs when he only in- 
tends to order three pounds. Poor 
Richard learned better in the west. 


"I allus argy that a man 
Who does about the best he can 
Is plenty good enough to suit 
This lower mundane institute— 
No matter ef his daily walk 
Is subject to his neighbors talk." 
Walking down town a few days 
ago, I saw a crowd looking at some 
mules and, of course, I went to see 
the trouble. 
Of course, we all know 
that mules are not physically con- 
structed to mount stairways. 
Well 
such being the case, the justice before 
whose court this crowd had gathered 
moved the court from the second 
story room to the street, where he 
could inspect a pair of "Mauds." The 
object was to determine 
whether 
Dennis Fluty, the driver, deserved a 
fine for harming the animals with 
his persuader. The judge was con 
vinced that the driver deserved a fine 
and accordingly marked Fluty up for 
a dollar and costs.

Curious Fate That Overtook the Fa- 


ther of Greek Tragedy. 


Aeschylus, the celebrated 
Greek 


dramatic writer, is universally refer- 
red to as the "father of Greek trage- 
dy." Born of a noble family at Eleu- 
jsis. in Attira, 525 B. C., at the age of 
iwenty-four he first presented himself 
at the festival of Bacchus as a com- 
petitor for the public prize and fifteen 
years afterward gained his first vic- 
tory. The pre-eminence which he thus 
acquired was successfully maintained 
till 468 B. O.. when lie was defeated 
in a similar contest by his younger 
rival, Sophocles. 
[ Aeschylus, mortified at the Indignity 


- thought this put upon him, quitted 


Athens and went to the court of Hie- 
ro, king of Syracuse. Of the remain- 
ing period of his life but little is 
known, except that he continued to 
prosecute his favorite pursuit, and 
that his residence in Sicily was of 
some duration may be Inferred from 
the fact that It was sufficient to af- 
fect the purity of his language. 


The thirteenth and last victory of 


Aeschylus was gained In 458 B. O. On 
the manner of his death, which was 
singular, the ancient writers are unan- 
imous. 
While sitting motionless in 


the fields his bald head was mistaken 
for a stone by an eagle which hap- 
pened to be flying over him with a 
tortoise In her bill. The bird dropped 
the tortoise to break the shell, and the 
poet was killed by the blow. 


Aeschylus is said to have been the 


author of seventy tragedies, of which 
only seven are now extant. 


THE PRICKLY PEAR, 


This III Natured Fruit Is Remarkably 


Tenacious of Life. 


The prickjy pear is said to' be so 


tenacious of life that a leaf or even 
a small portion of a leaf, if thrown on 
the ground, strikes ont roots -within 
a short time and becomes the parent 
of a fast growing plant. 


Mischievous though 
the 
African 


prickly pear may be, it is not without 
its good qualities. 
Its juicy fruit, 


though rather deficient In flavor, is 
delightfully cool and refreshing in the 
dry heat of summer, and a kind of 
treacle is made from it. 


Great caution must be exercised In 


peeling this curious fruit, the proper

Concentrated essence 
of stinging nettle seems all at once 
to assail hands, lips and tongue, and 
the skin, wherever it comes in con- 
tact with the ill natured fruit, is cov- 
ered with a group of minute bristly 
hairs, apparently growing from it and 
venomous and irritating to the last de- 
gree. 
,In dry weather these spiteful little 
stings do not even wait for the newly 
arrived victim, but fly about, light as 
thistledown, ready to settle on any 
one who iiss not learned by experience 
to give the prickly pear bush a wide 
berth. 


Mineral Microbes. 


Some interesting experiments have 


been made with ancient medals, vasea 
and so forth of lead that are gradually 
disintegrating in the museum of Clu- 
ny. After a certain number of years 
they fall into dust. The cause, it la 
thought, lies in the presence of minute 
quantities of saline matter with which 
the objects have become Impregnated 
during their long burial in the soil or 
under water. 
These microscopic Im- 


purities play the part of bacteria and 
microbes In living bodies. 
In other 


words, the lead Is "sick" and unless 
the noxious matter can be removed 
will 
inevitably 
perish.

It Would Take a Hundred Millions to 


Duplicate It Today.

asked by "personally conducted" toui 
ists visiting Egypt and the great pyra- 
mid built b> Cheops is. "1 wonder how 
much it cost to build it?" A building 
contractor with a head for figures and 
building estimates has estimated that 
the Cheops pyramid could not be dupli- 
cated today for less than $100.000.000 
With modern machinery and the em- 
ployment of 40.000 stonecutters, haul- 
ers, quarrymen, masons aud laborers 
a duplicate of the pyramid could be 
erected in two years 


It has been calculated fhnt the work 


really required the services of 100.000 
men" for thirty years. 
The Cheops 


pyramid occupies a sp:u e of 12% acres 
and Is 74(5 feet high and contains 143.- 
315.000 cubic yards of stone and gran- 
ite. The material alone represents an 
item of $30,000.000. while the labor 
would increase (.his about by $72,000,- 
000. 
To this must be added §3.000.000 


for tools, transportation and similar 
items. The pyramid is built on a solid 
rock loO feet deep, and to build a foun 
dation of this character would add to 
the cost to the extent of making the 
total of $100.000,000.—New York. World

wilfully contracted a fatal pneumonia 
Is matched In cleverness by one 500 
years old. 


The following facts are well vouched 


for, 
and indeed 
were never ques- 


tioned, says the Green Bag. Sir Wil- 
liam Hankford, a judge of the king's 
bench in the reigns of Edward III, 
Henry IV, Henry V and Henry VI, 
and at the time of his death chief 
justice of England, was a man of 
melancholy temperament. 


He seems to have 
contemplated 


suicide the greater part of his long 
life and during his later years the 
idea became a fixed purpose. 
Tho 


act was of peculiarly serious conse- 
quences In those days for the reason 
that the law treated it as a capital 
crime. 
The offender was buried at 


the cross roads, with a stake driven 
through his body, and all his goods 
and property were forfeited to the 
crown, to the utter ruin of his family. 


Hankford made good 
use of his 


wits and succeeded in accomplishing 
his purpose without incurring either 
unpleasant penalty. 
He gave open 


instructions to his gamekeeper, who 
had been troubled with poachers In 
the deer preserve, to challenge all 
trespassers in the future and-to shoot 
to kill if they would not stand and 
give an account. 


One 
dark 
night 
he 
purposely 


crossed the keeper's path, and upon 
challenge made motions of resistance 
and escape. 
The faithful 
servant, 


failing to recognize his master, fol- 
lowed instruction to the letter, aa 
was expected of him, and Sir William 
fell dead in his tracks. 
The whole 


truth 
of the 
affair 
was common 


knowledge, but it was impossible to 
establish a case of suicide by legal 
proof. The servant was protected by 
his instructions. Hankford had "Hon- 
orable burial and his estate passed 
to those whose interests as heirs he 
had so wisely considered.

Text of th« Lesson, Ez. viii, 21-32. 


Memory Verses, 21-23—Golden Text, 
Ez. viii, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
In our two previous lessons in the 


book of Ezra we saw nearly 50,000 re- 
turning to Jerusalem by permission of 
Cyrus, the king, under the leadership 
of Zerubbabel and Joshua, and we saw 
the temple finished by the encouraging 
words of Hagar and Zachariah. Now 
we see Ezra, a priest in the direct line 
from Aaron and also a scribe of the 
law of God (vii, 5, 12), returning with 
the permission and good will of Artak- 
erxes, king of Persia, and with him 
over 1,700 of the people. The decree of 
the king made nothing coinpulsory in 
the matter of returning, but gave full 
permission to all who were minded of 
their own free "will to go up with Ezra 
(vil, 13). It is thought that the story 
of the book of Esther fits in between 
Ez. vi and vii and the statement in 
Est. i, 7, 8, that there was royal 
wine in abundance (or wine of the 
kingdom—margin), according to the 
state of the king, but that e-very one 
did according to his own -pleasure in 
the matter of drinking gives an idea 
of perfect freedom. 
Note the abun- 


dant bestowment and freedom of action 
granted to Ezra by the king, "Whatso- 
sver shall seem good to thee, * * * that 
do after the will of your God. And 
whatsoever more shall be needed * * * 
bestow it out of the king's treas- 
ure house" (Ez. vii. 18, 20, 23). The 
object of all this bounty was the 
house of God which was at Jerusalem 
(Ez. Vii, 15, 16, 17, 19, 23, 27). 
The 


man of God was Ezra, who had 'pre 
pared bis heart to seek the law of the 
Lord and to do it and to teach It and 
In whose hand was the wisdom j of 
God (Ez- vii, 10, 25). The great cause 
back of all others was "the good hand 
of the Lord God upon him" (Ez. vii, 
6, 9, 28; viii, 18, 22, 31), by which the 
king granted him all his request, by 
which also he was made strong, by 
which the right men were brought to 
him, and, a« we shall see in this les 
son, by which he was brought safely to 
Jerusalem without an armed escort 
Compare the hand of the Lord upon the 
prophet Ezeklel in Ezek. i, 3; iii, 14, 22 
viii, 1; xxxiil, 22; xxxvii, 1; xl, 1, just 
seven times. If we are willing to be 
made strong only for Himself, that 
people may know Him as the doer of 
all that Is done in'and through us, we 
may expect His hand upon us for the 
sake of the man of His right hand (Ps 
Ixxx, 17; cix, 27). Because Ezra hafi 
said to the king, "The hanfiUrf our God 
Is upon all them for good that seek 
Him," he was ashamed to ask for a 
band of soldiers and horsemen to pro 
tect them against the enemy, so thej 
fasted and prayed and afflicted them 
selves before God, and He was on 
treated of them (Ez. viii. 21-23). Wh.'i 
Nehemiah went to Jerusalem he ac- 
cepted an escort of captains of tlie 
army and horsemen, and it is writ 
ten that the hand of God was upon bin 
also (Neh. ii. 8, 9). Elijah was as trulj 
cared for by God in the home of the 
desolate woman at Sarepta, where she 
ministered to him, as when cared for 
by the ministry of birds ^.t Cherith 
With a mind stayed upon Jehovatrand 
a whole heart for Him, there Is always 
perfect freedom to do as occasion 
serve, ^in* reliance upon him (I Sam. 
x, 7). The'silver and the gold* and "tlie

Harbor Germs In Their Hair—Snake

Rat-Catcher. 


The domestic cat has been sen- 


tenced to banishment by the modern 
hygienists, says a medical journal, be- 
cause of the alleged fact that she 
harbors germs in her long hair and 
is subject to diphtheria, and perhaps 
other infectious diseases, which may 
be communicated to human beings, 
chiefly the children who play witfti 
her. The faithful 
dog, particularly 


the house dog, with his long hair and 
his repertoire of wheezes and distem- 
pers, due largely to too much pam- 
pering, is also under suspicion. Thus 
two of our most cherished and time- 
honored associations are threatened 
by the ruthless hand of science. The 
alleged rat-killing habit of the cat 
even in the face of the demonstrated 
fact that rats convey plague, is not to 
be considered as a mitigating circum- 
stance in her favor. 


Professor Sambon, a London au- 


thonty on the various forms of 
plague, is against the cat and sug 
gesta a substitute rat-catcher and ver- 
min-exterminator m the form of a 
wriggling, 
gleaming, non-venomous 


snake. He cites history in support of 
his contention that the snake is the 
proper substitute for the 
cat. He 


calls attention to the ancient practice 
in Egypt and elsewhere of keeping 
domesticated snakes to rid the prem- 
ises of vermin and suggests the re- 
vival of this practice for the extermi- 
nation of rats. 
The snake has no 


long hair; he is, in consequence, al- 
leged to be somewhat more hygienic''

The Center of Population 


The center of population, which 


may be defined as the center of grav- 
ity of all the inhabitants, is from a 
rough computation situated in lati- 
tude 39 degrees 4 minutes, and longi- 
tude 86 degrees 19 minutes 
It is in 


the 
southeast 
corner of Monroe 


County, Ind , about fifteen miles 
southeast of the city of Bloomington. 
In 1900, it was in latitude 39 de- 
grees 10 minutes and longitude 85 
degrees 49 minutes 
Its movement 


from census to census is a net resul- 
tant of all the various movements of 
the people, east, west, north and 
south. 
In the past ten years, this 


center has moved south 6 minutes of 
latitude, (about 7 miles) and west 
30 minutes of longitude (about 27 
miles). 
The westward movement 


was nearly double that of the decade 
before, but much less than that of 
earlier periods, since the average 
westward movement per decade has 
been 47 miles 
During the past cen- 


tury, this center has kept very close 
to the 39th parallel, in some cases 
being a few minutes north of it, in 
others slightly to the south.

Extracts From the I/aw Pertaining to 


Cruelty'and Abuse. 


Any person who shall wantonly or 


cruelly ill-treat, overload, beat, or 
otherwise abuse any animal, is liable 
to a fine of two hundred dollars ,and 
an imprisonment of one year 


Any person who shall maliciously 


kill, maim, or disfigure any domestic 
animal or administer poison to it, is 
liable to a fine of five hundred dollars 
and three years' imprisonment by 
separate or solitary confinement at 
labor. 


It shall be unlawful for any owner 


to offer for sale, or sell any horse 
which by reason of debility, disease 
or lameness, or for other cause could 
not be worked in this Commonwealth, 
without violating the laws against 
cruelty to animals. 


Any owner violating any provision 


of this act shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor and on being convicted 
thereof, before any alderman, magis- 
thelr family In the usual way, sending
